Does the City Profit? 








Craftsmen should not have to pay a high fee for the priv- 
ilege of working in Upland. 

And out-of-town motorists should not be looked upon as 
@ source of revenue 

Yet. it would seem that is quite largely the ease here. It 
is widely recognized that the business license ordinance and 
the tratfie laws are very effective as revenue producers, 

The element of income to the city has become too great a 
facto: r it e practical application of these laws. Anyone 
who has built a house here is well aware of the many dollars 
in fees he has had to pay because of the licenses imposed up- 
on the v: ts eraftsmen. Even an individual building his 
residence ee day-labor has been subjected to demands to pay 
a contractor's license to the city. 

Enforcement of the building eode assures the commun- 
ity of properly constructed improvements, but the license 
ordinanee tends to place a penalty upon anyone who seeks 
to mak ! mprovements. The original intent of the h- 
eense law should be followed—to give police protection to 
the business firms. 

Another feature of the law that has been too much exag- 
gerated is that of levying an unreasonable fee on wholesale 
eoncerns delivering merchandise to local stores. 

The business license law is a “‘hang over’’ of former years, 
but of late it has become the object of inereasing criticism, 
There even have been stories of how the law was not uni- 
formly enforced, but these may be mere rumors and cannot 
be supp ried by fact. 

Cheeking of traffie is necessary, but when the arrests be- 
come so numerous and the fines so large that the councilmen 
themselves are slightly ashamed of the figures, perhaps the 
situation has gone too far.
